after Atty. Gen Brown refused their 
request for special outside counsel to 
be picked by Rhodes, who serves as 
chairman of the five-member board 
Instead, the attorney general's chief 
assistant. Robert H Olson Jr., sent the 
Republica^! a 
list of 
13 lawyers 
already on the state pay roll and told 
them to select one 
‘The attorney general does not 
believe the taxpayers should be forced 
to bear the additional expense of 
special counsel appointed by a private 
sector," Olson said.

Rhodes' 
executive assistant who is acting 


secretary of the board, disputed th** 
c laim 
He said it "isn't fair to the 
taxpayers" to require state attorneys 
who already have specific duties to be 
diverted from those duties 


The three Republicans adopted a

governor to proceed by mandamus in 
the Supreme ( ourt of Ohio to complete 
appointment of special counsel ap­ 
proved by the governor

resolution further authorized Rhodes 
to act for the majority members "in 
instituting or participating rn any legal 
action in any court."

This legal action isn t a challenge 
of the existing apportionment. It is to 
require the attorney general to per­ 
form his duties as required by law," 
Young said 
He said the attomev 
general spent from $30,000 to $70,000 in 
1971 providing special counsel for 
Demoi rats in the earlier court battle 


"His policies are die tated by politics,"

The lot us is on the Democratic race 
in Massachusetts, with all eight major 
candidates on the ballot and no clear 
favorite to win Both President Ford 
and former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan are on the GOF ballot, but 
neither campaigned in the state 
Ford s organization concentrated on 
telephone canvassing and media 
advertising and Reagan's advertising 
for last week's New Hampshire pri­ 
mary

audiences. 
Ford is unopposed rn a simultaneous 
primary contest in Vermont today, and 
on the Democratic side, only Jimmy 
( arter. Sargent Shriver and Fred Har­ 
ris are listed on the ballot 
Massachusetts' secretary (rf state. 
Paul Guzzi, predicted a turnout of 
between 35 and 40 per cent of the* 
state's 2 8 million registered voters.

Advisory Council Attacks 
Landfill, Funding Problems 


In its five recommendations for 1976, 
the Pickaway County General Health 
District Advisory Council attacked 
major areas of concern at its offspring, 
the Board of Health 
Among 
the 
Advisory 
Council 
recom m endations, delivered at a 
yearly meeting Monday, were the 
establishment of a permanent solution 
for the sanitary disposal of solid waste 
in the county an an attempt to find 
ways to relieve the burden of the 
Health Board budget while allowing 
department personnel to continue to 
offer excellent service to the county 
and (to this point) free service to 
school districts 
However, thaw are only recom­ 
mendations made to the Hoard of 
Health, which receives its funding 
from 
townships 
and 
municipal 
governments in the county. The ad­ 
visory council is made up of the 
chairmen of each township board and 
the mayors of each village. 
Surfacing problems associated with 
the disposal of solid waste were 


discussed at length 
Chief environmentalist Hugh Barn­ 
hill 
told 
council 
m em bers that 
municipal and county governments 
were to meet with the Hoard of Health 
Monday in the Common Pleas Court 
Room in an attempt to find a per­ 
manent solution 
He noted that the 
present landfill, threatened with 
closure for alleged unsanitary prac­ 
tices, would probably not be able to 
stay in business more than a year and 
a half due to the unavailability of cov er 
material. 
The council recommended that the 
Board of Health act only in an advisory 
capacity in making a decision for a 
new landfill - a decision that is not 
their':* to make any way. The Board 
may only license and inspect landfill 
operations by order of the Solid Waste 
Act of 1969 enforced by the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency 
And, in another recommendation, 
the council agreed that the county 
should own the land and either operate 
or contract for landfill services if and 


when a new site is loc ated The council 
also felt that the City of Circleville 
.should "help pay their fair share" In 
obtaining the land 
All 
revenue 
received 
from 
the 
operation of the landfill should be 
directed 
back 
into the 
Pickaway 
County 
Board 
of 
Health, council 
members said This would help relieve 
the burden (rf expense for the town­ 
ships, villages, and city. 
Other r econ u ne tula lions were that 
the county and city school systems 
should help finance some of the health 
and nursing expenses generated by the 
Board of Health in serving the schools; 
that the price tag on the contract with 
the City of (Ire Ie Ville for health ser­ 
vices should be increased by at least 
$5,000 to $35,000 a year; and that 
penult and license fees should bs* 
increased 
In attempting to meet the problems 
associated with health, the Hoard of 
Health is gearing its thinking to the 
problems of tomorrow. In 20 years,

Item six of the dress code related to 
the length of boys' hair. The old policy 
stated that "hair length for boys was 
not to exceed below the earlobe on 
side, below eyebrows in front and not 
below collar in back " 
The revised policy states that 
"students mast keep hair cleanly and 
neatly 
groomed. 
Fxtrem ism 
is 
unacceptable as related to hair length 
or style Those identified as extreme 
are required to appear before the 
Appearance Fvaiuation Committee for 
future direction. Referrals may be 
made by students, faculty or ad­ 
ministration.” 
Appearance, health and safety will 
be the factors considered for com­ 
mittee judgment Refusal to abide by 
committee recommendations shall 
result in penalties which shall be 
determined by the building principal 
or as provided by board policy. 
The committee will be responsible 
for item six of the policy and no other 
dress code items. 
Those persons making up the high 
school committee will include three 
students, one from each class, selected 
by the Student Council; two faculty 
members appointed by the superin­ 
tendent and to be changed each 
semester; and the high school prin­ 
cipal. 
Junior high committee members 
will include two ninth grade students, 
two faculty members appointed by the 
superintendent and the junior high 
principal. 
The committee on the elementary 
level will include three teachers ap­ 


pointed by the superintendent and the 
principal of the school. If one of the 
three teachers on the committee is a 
referral person, he or she will be asked 
to drop out of the evaluation. 
The board aLso stipulated that the 
policy is to be on a trial basis and 
evaluated for its effectiveness at the 
end of the school year. If effective, it 
will continue at the beginning of the 
1976-77

year 
and 
will 
be 
evaluated one month following the 
opening of school. 
If found to be ineffective, the policy 
will be revised lf effective, the policy 
will continue with future evaluations at 
semester and the end of the school 
year

beginning with the fifth six weeks 
period,
